In making her report of condition and progress of our schools for 
the past year, your committee is much gratified to say that onward 
has been the watchword, and that all, or nearly all, the elements of 
success have happily contributed to the general advancement in the 
rudiments of knowledge. 

A long dissertation on the importance of our common schools is 
deemed unnecessary at this time, as many of our former annual re- 
ports—with which you are familiar—contain all needful suggestions, 
the magnitude of which would not be materially augmented by 
repetition here 

The usual. course of studies in our schools has been pursued with 
commendable results, and in many instances a pleasant degree of. 
rivalry has been displayed by the pupils. 

I am sorry to observe the study of grammar so much neglected, 
and hope soon to see it revived and given the important place it held 
in former years, | deem it a very useful and interesting study. 

Among the elements of success at our command, have been a gen- 
erous school fund, which, | think, has been judiciously employed in 
the securing of a corps of able and faithful teachers, supplemented by 
a laudable interest on the part of scholars and parents.
